In  Harper's  Magazine  for  February,  Walter  Kaufmann, 
brilliant  young  Princeton  philosopher,  writes  that  “  .  .  the 
Story  of  Christ  remains  uncomfortably  similar  to  the  saga 
of  the  boss’  son  who  works  very  briefly  in  the  shop,  where 
he  makes  a  great  point  of  his  home  and  is  cruelly  beaten  by 
some  of  his  fellow  workers,  before  he  joins ‘his  father  as  co- 
chairman  of  the  board  and  wreaks  horrible  revenge.” 

Having  tried  Protestantism  and  Judaism,  Kaufmann 
expresses  dissatisaction  with  all  the  world’s  great  religions. 
For  him  traditional  religious  teachings  are  only  one  among 
rnany  sources  which  can  inspire  men  "to  live  and,  if  pos- 
.sible,  die  with  some  measure  of  nobility.” 

This  lofty  detachment  which  the  writer  affects  may 
'■°em  outrageous  to  the  Christian.  His  rationalizing  criticism 
'•f  Christian  beliefs  has  one  great  value,  however.  It  calls 
’he  disciple  of  Christ  to  a  fresh,  personal  examination  of 
his  faith. 

“When  considering  Christianity.”  he  says  “it  is  easy  to 
get  iMt  in  the  changing  fashions  of  thought  that  have  been 
read  into  it  or  reconcile  with  it — from  Neoplatonism  (Aug¬ 
ustine)  and  Aristotelianism  Aquinas  to  Romanticism 
(Schleiermacher),  liberalism  (Hamack),  and  existential¬ 
ism  (Tillich,  Bultmann,  and  others).”

(BP)  —  Six  science  professors 
and  an  equal  number  of  stu¬ 
dent  majors  in  the  field  at  Car- 
son-Newman  College  here  took 
part  in  a  special  experiment  for 
the  Atomic  Energy  Commission.

Yet  I  could  tell  more  difference  made  by  the 
washing  in  the  handkerchief  that  was  so  dirty  than  the  other. 
Cleansing  was  necessary  for  both.  They  were  both  made  clean 
by  the  saine  process.  Yet  neither  one  was  more  washed  than 
the  other.  Without  the  shedding  of  blood  there  is  no  remission  of 
sin.  '

last  session  of  Congress.  * 

It  is  designefl  to  overcome  an 
unforeseen  side  effect  of  the  so- 
called  Kerr  amendment,  spon¬ 
sored  by  Sen.  Robert  S.  Kerr 
(0.-Okla.)„Which  permits  minis¬ 
ters  to  count  rental  value  of 
their  parsonages  In  computing 
the  income  on  which  they  pay 
Social  Security  taxes. 

Sen.  Kerr  intended  his  amend¬ 
ment  as  an  aid  to  ministers  of 
small  churches  who  receive  lets 
than  4,8(X)  a  year  In  cash  In¬ 
come.  To  the  extent  that  their 
income  falls  below  this  level, 
such  ministers  would  find  their 
Social  Security  benefits  re¬ 
duced,  particularly  those  which 
would  accrue  to  their  depend¬ 
ents  In  event  of  death. 

Most  ministers  are  able  to 
obtain  maximum  Social  Secur¬ 
ity  however,  if  permitted  to 
count  their  parsonages  as  part 
of  their  income.
